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Next Few Days May Be Momentous 
Ones In World’s History 


. The next few days may well be momentous ones i the 
world’s*history. For, according to all infortned sources, peo- 
ple everywhere will know whether the Western Powers and 
Russid,.will settle their disagreement in Berlin peacefully or.. 
resort to more forceful means. All of this in a day or two. 

That at least was the statement made by Ernest Bevin, 
British foreign secretary, to the House of Commons yester- 
day as reports circulated that a four-power parley may re- 
sult ff6m the talks of American and British representatives 
with Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov. Through the 
somberness of the moment, there seems to be creeping 
through a ray of hope that perhaps the meeting will soon 
becorne a reality. 

THe sericusness of the crisis in the minds of the British 
goverment is illustrated by the fact that there is some se- 
rious thought for delay of the demobilization of the armed 
forces because of the tension between Russia and the west. 
Bevin revealed this for the first time yesterday when he 
made his announcement that a decision would be reached 
“in a-few days”. 

.. Other observers, however, do not seem to be so pessi- 
mistic. They are hopeful enough to suggest that the meeting 
of the..United States, Britain, France and Russia might be 
held at the time of the next United Nations assembly mieet- 
ing which will open Sept. 21 in Paris. 

Without underestimating the “cold” war that has been 
raging between the Western world and Russia, there does 
seem to be some reason to hope that the international crisis 
can yet be settled without resorting to war. 


Certain Facts Should Be Recalled 
In Price Control Controversy 


In the present controversy between Congress ahd the 
President on whether price control and rationing should be 
restored or not, it is well to keep certain facts clearly in 
mind. This is specially important since in this political year 
edch party is rather inclined to blame all of our ills upon 
the other. oi 

It should be noted, for example, that it was the Demo- 
crafic Congress on July 24, 1946, that first passed a resolu- 
tion decontrolling meat, poultry, dairy products, grain, peé- 
troleum, tobacco and setting tp a decontrol board. Then 
after this board on Aug. 29, 1946, restored controls on meat, 

cottonseed and soybeans, Mr. Truman in a radio address, 
October 14, 1946, directed decontrol of meat and ordered 
that lifting of controls be accelerated. 

Another significant point should not be forgotten. Four 
days after the election of the 80th Republican Congress, Mr.
